My 3 ſwelled imperceptibly to a large ſize, and experiencing great 
benefit from it in tranſaQing buſineſs with the Natives, I was at the pains to 
collate the Perſian column with the beſt Dictionaries extant; and the aflift- 
ance of ſome learned Natives, enabled me to correct the other parts. 


A Specimen of this compilation was preſented to the Honorable the Gover- 
nor General and Council of Fort WILLIAM, who were pleaſed to approve 
of it ſo far as to think, that a Publication of the work might be of utility to 
thoſe concerned in Indian affairs; and thereſore recommended it to the notice 
of the Hon'ble the Court of Directors. Thoſe gentlemen, in anſwer to the Boards 
Recommendation, ſignif ed their approval a the plan, and determination to
